Rodolph Raspe 


' The periodic revival of interest in the 
Wicklow mining projects reminds me of 
the connection with Ireland of Rodolph 
Eris Raspe, author of that epic of ex- 
aggeration, ‘‘The Travels of Baron 
Munchausen.”’ Raspe was by profession 
a mineralogist, but had fled from Germany 
after illegally pawning archeological 
specimens entrusted to him. In England 
his. genuine knowledge of mineralogy 
admitted him to the Royal Society, Horace 
Walpole speaking of him as “a Dutch 
savant,’ but he was expelled when the 
Society learned the reason for his flight 
from Germany. Raspe retired to the 
seclusion of a Cornish gold mine, where 
he was appointed storemaster, and 
threatened .to write a satirical ‘‘ expose ”’ 
of the Royal Society, but 


found the 
‘Surprising Travels and Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen,’’ which he was 
engaged in writing at the time, too en- 
grossing and too profitable. Later he was 
hired to prospect for gold in Scotland, and 
by the dubious method of “ planting ”’ 
gold (stolen from the. Cornish mines) he 
managed to secure an ample sum of money 
for a promotion scheme from his backer. 
His ruse was eventually discovered, how- 
ever, and he fled to Ireland, where he 
began prospecting in County Donegal. 
Finding no profitable mineral deposits, he 
planned to make a systematic survey of 
the South of Ireland, but at Muckross he 
collapsed with scarlet fever and died. 


Holy Wells 


Your recent item regarding the origin 
of Holy Wells in England and Scotland, 
writes a correspondent, reminds me that 
there is a valley in Kerry called Glan- 
nagalt (‘‘the glen of the lunatics’’), 
where a Holy Well is supposed to exer- 
cise curative powers. Tradition has it 
that all insane people, if left to them- 
selves, will find their way thither; drink 
of the waters of the Tobernagalt, and, by 
living in the valley, will recover sanity. 
The discovery of the miraculous property; 
of the valley and the well is attributed to 
a youth named Goll, who, fighting in the 
Battle of Ventry, became insane, and fled 
to the valley. It is probable that the 
isolation of the valley and the healthful 
exercise of living in what was compara- 
tive wilderness, seeking for food, accom- 
plished a genuine cure for “ battle 
shock,” and that the therapeutic value of 
the well is derived from that fact. 


American Independence 


A correspondent writes :—In your recent 
item concerning the part played by Irish- 
men in the American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence I was greatly surprised to see 
no mention made of Charles Thomson, who 
was secretary of the committee which 
drafted that historic document. Called by 
a contemporary observer “ The Soul of 
that Political Body ” (the committee), 
Charles Thomson was born in Maghera, 
Derry, in 1730. His father migrated to 
America when Charles was only a child, 
and just as the boat on which the family 
were sailing sighted America the father 
died, and Charles found himself alone in 
a strange country. He was placed in an 
academy conducted by the Society of 
Friends, and there was educated, and spent 
part of his early manhood teaching. He 
soon became noted for the tact with which 
he conducted difficult missions, and at one 
time was adopted by an Indian tribe, for 
which he had negotiated a treaty with the 
white people, receiving an Indian name 
expressing the title ‘‘ The Man Who Tells 
the Truth.” His lack of self-interest re- 
ceived favourable comment among all 
groups of people, and much of the success 


of his political career was due to the tact 
and the skill with which he conciliated 
divergent factions. As secretary, Thomson 
was the only person besides John Hancock, 
the President, actually to sign the 
Declaration on the day it was issued, the 
other members adding their signatures at 
a later time, : 


Ghe Mahatma Letters 


A recently published book by two 
writers—H. and W. L. Hare—has 
served to bring back into the limelight, 
after a lapse of more than half a century, 
one of those amazing personalities who 
seem to appear at intervals for the 
bewilderment of their contemporaries. 
“ Who Wrote the Mahatma Letters?” is a 
searching examination of a series of letters 
written towards the close of the last cen- 
tury, professedly by a couple of supremely 
wise men (known as the Mahatmas, or the 
Masters) to various persons, of whom the 
late Mr. A. P. Sinnett, an Anglo-Indian 
of some importance, was one. In effect, 
the work by Messrs. Hare is an indictment 
of their authenticity; the letters, they 
claim, were invented by the fertile brain 
of Madam Blavatsky—‘‘the amazing 
Madam,”” as she has been described 
by another contemporary writer. The 
Mahatma letters would not, in any case, 
be of more than specialised interest, and 
it is unlikely that a sufficiently thorough 
sifting of all the circumstances and 
material will ever be undertaken for the 
rehabilitation of either the Mahatmas or 
Madam Blavatsky. Two other volumes 
remain, however, for whose authorshio no 
supernatural claims annear to have ben 
made. ‘‘ Isis Unveiled ” and “ The Secret 
Doctrine’’’ are the two works by which 
Madam Blavatsky is most likely to be re 
membered, though their appeal must be 
mainly to the few, for thev are in a class 
by themselves in the world of literature 
and reveal a familiarity with philosophy, 
ancient and contemporary, and of the 
thourht of scientists in every part of the 
world which must surely be unique. It is 
interesting to recollect that the late Mr. 
George Russell (A. E.) was greatly im- 
pressed by both these works, from which 
he was so often heard to quote. One 
wonders what his comments would have 
been on this hook by the Hare brothers.

but it does seem to me that this film has 
recaptured most faithfully the atmosphere 
of those days. The ambushes look to me 
like real ambushes; the R.I.C. station 
scenes look, to the best of my knowledge. 
as they ought to have looked; and there 
is—particularly at the very beginning—a 
fine atmosphere of suspense. It is fortunate, 
indeed, that when the director decided to 
use “stars ” for most of the principal 
parts, he did not go to the length of using 
Englishmen for the minor parts; for those 
minor parts are generally the weakness of 
English films on the subject of Ireland, 
but in this case they are very well filled. As 
for the “‘stars’’ themselves, John Lodge 
is excellent as the County Inspector, 
though John Loder is colourless enough as 
the Intelligence Officer. Niall MacGinnis 
is good in a troublesome part, but the 
less said of Antionette Cellier the better, 


The Jungle 


UT the most dramatic film of this wéek 

is the official version of the Schmeling- 
Louis fight at the Capitol. I detest prize- 
fighting, especially of the American kind ; 
but I must confess that, as this film 
progressed from round to round, my ex- 
citement rose, until towards the end I was 
dithering almost as violently as the three 
Germans in the row behind, whose patriotic 
fervour barely permitted them to remain 
in their seats. The imevitable under- 
exposure of the film has produced a black- 
and-white effect that must be trying to 
many people’s eyes, but let that. criticism 
deter nobody from going.” For manifest 
reasons there are no studio tricks about this 
film, which is purely documentary ; only 
very seldom—and that only when necessary 
to show clearly certain phases of the fight— 
is there any change from a _ horizontal 
viewpoint; but the straight record of 
this beastly business has a _ woeful 
fascination. Two things impressed me 
most deeply. One was the curious detach 
ment of the two men, their complete 
obliviousness to their surroundings—a de 
tachment which seemed to intensify the 
barbarity of the whole proceedings, and 
itself was intensified by the short range 
of the camera, which allowed only the 
vaguest impression of the screaming mob 
of spectators. Another was the impas- 
sive face of the black man; Louis. 
Schmeling, with mouth open and vaguely

of to-day. Its theme is just too incredible 
for words: one -is. asked to believe that a 
show-boat company, playing the crudest.of 
crude melodrama, could be incorporated 
in a New York revue: without suspecting 
that its -function: was to raise~a Jaugh. 
But Harry Richman is á refreshing change 
from the usual type of ‘‘’crooner ’’—in 
point of fact, he does not “ croon.” but 
sings openly and unashamedly—and_ the 
themeé-song, “ The Music Goes Round and 
Around,’’ though long. since familiar 10 
everybody, has a good, hearty kick about 
it, and is unusually well; presented. This 
is very much better. than. the -usual 
‘“ musical ’’ ; it is the best; certainly, since 
‘‘ Broadway Melody of -1936.’’ 


HE Savoy is concentrating rather too 
thoroughly on gangster and G-Men 
films in these days; and bétween such 
films there is seldom much to choose che 
way or the other. ‘‘ Spécial Agent” is as 
good as-most.- The same might be said 
for ' The Murder Man,” at the Stephen’s 
Green, which, like “Special Agent,”’ 
drags in the inevitable reporter as the 


rincipal character. In “ The Murder 
fan,” however, the reporter is really a 
reporter, and not a: G-Man in disguise, 
and there. is somewhat more of the 
element of mystery. On the whole, I 
preferred it, as being both better con- 
ceived and better acted. 

There is yet another reporter in “Í 
Found Stella Parish,” at the Royal— 
which, incidentally, is the best of this 
week's “ straight ’’ films. The theme of 
an actress who, having committed a crime 
or an indiscrétion. in the past, has it 
raked up by the newspapers, and sets 
herself to fight for her child, is no new 
one ; but in this case it is handled very 
well, and Kay Franeis gives an excellent 
performance. And, .since it never rains 
but. it ‘pours, what have we at the 
Corinthian but another picture concerning 
a ¢rime reporter, played in this. case by 
George Murphy? The film is “ Woman 
Trap.” and is of a lighter order than “I 
Found Stella Parish.” 


As a change from crime reporting, any- 
body, who. wants something light and does 
not mind the American accent at its 
sharpest, will enjoy himself at the Grand 
Central; which shows ‘‘ Fighting Youth.’’ 
This picture has quite a funny idea behind 
it—namely, the permeation of an American 
college by: Communist ideas. There is 
abundance of football and '“' co-eds.”’

Rodolph Raspe 


The periodic revival of interest in the 
Wicklow mining projects reminds me of 
the connection with Ireland of Rodolph 
Eris Raspe, author of that epic of ex- 
aggeration, ‘‘The Travels of Baron 
Munchausen.’’ Raspe was by profession 
a mineralogist, but had fled from Germany 
after illegally pawning archeological 
specimens entrusted to him. In England 
his. genuine knowledge of mineralogy 
admitted him to the Royal Society, Horace 
Walpole speaking of him as ‘‘a Dutch 
savant,’ but he was expelled when the 
Society learned the reason for his flight 
from Germany. Raspe retired to the 
seclusion of a Cornish gold mine, where 
he was appointed storemaster, and 
threatened .to write a satirical “ expose ”’ 
of the Royal Society, but found the 
‘Surprising Travels and Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen,’’ which he was 
engaged in writing: at the time, too en- 
grossing and too profitable. Later he was 
hired to prospect for gold in Scotland, and 
by the dubious method of “' planting ”’ 
gold (stolen from the Cornish mines) he 
managed to secure an ample sum of money 
for a promotion scheme from his backer. 
His ruse was eventually discovered, how- 
ever, and he fled to Ireland, where he 
began prospecting in County Donegal. 
Finding no profitable mineral deposits, he 
planned to make a systematic survey of 
the South of Ireland, but at Muckross he 
collapsed with scarlet fever and died. 


Holy Wells 


Your recent item regarding the origin 
of Holy Wells in England and Scotland, 
writes a correspondent, reminds me that 
there is a valley in Kerry called Glan- 
nagalt (“the glen of the lunatics’’), 
where a Holy Well is supposed to exer- 
cise curative powers. Tradition has it 
that all insane people, if left to them- 
selves, will find their way thither; drink 
of the waters of the Tobernagalt, and, by 
living in the valley, will recover sanity. 
The discovery of the miraculous property; 
of the valley and the well is attributed to 
a youth named Goll, who, fighting in the 
Battle of Ventry, became insane, and fled 
to the valley. It is probable that the 
isolation of the valley and the healthful 
exercise of living in what was compara- 
tive wilderness, seeking for food, accom- 
plished a genuine cure for “ battle 
shock,” and that the therapeutic value of 
the well is derived from that fact. 


American Independence 


A correspondent writes :—In your recent 
item concerning the part played by Irish- 
men in the American Declaration of Inde- 
pentience I was greatly surprised to see 
no mention made of Charles Thomson, who 
was secretary of the committee which 
drafted that historic document. Called by 
a contemporary observer “ The Soul of 
that Political Body ” (the committee), 
Charles Thomson was born in Maghera, 
Derry, in 1730. His father migrated to 
America when Charles was only a child, 
and just as the boat on which the family 
were sailing sighted America the father 
died, and Charles found himself alone in 
a strange country. He was placed in an 
academy conducted by the Society of 
Friends, and there was educated, and spent 
part of his early manhood teaching. He 
soon became noted for the tact with which 
he conducted difficult missions, and at one 
time was adopted by an Indian tribe, for 
which he had negotiated a treaty with the 
white people, receiving an Indian name 
expressing the title “ The Man Who Tells 
the Truth.” His lack of self-interest re- 
ceived favourable comment among all 
groups of people, and much of the success 


of his political career was due to the tact 
and the skill with which he conciliated 
eee factions. As secretary, Thomson 
was the only person besides John Hancock, 
the President, actually to sign the 
Declaration on the day it was issued, the 
other members adding their signatures at 
a later time. 3 


Ghe AWahatma Letters 


A recently published book by two 
writers—H. E. and W. L. Hare—has 
served to bring back into the limelight, 
after a lapse of more than half a century, 
one of those amazing personalities who 
seem to appear at intervals for the 
bewilderment of their contemporaries. 
“Who Wrote the Mahatma Letters?” is a 
searching examination of a series of letters 
written towards the close of the last cen- 
tury, professedly by a couple of supremely 
wise men (known as the Mahatmas, or the 
Masters) to various persons, of whom the 
late Mr. A. P. Sinnett, an Anglo-Indian 
of some importance, was one. In effect, 
the work by Messrs. Hare is an indictment 
of their authenticity; the letters, they 
claim, were invented by the fertile brain 
of Madam Blavatsky—'‘‘the amazing 
Madam,”” as she has been described 
by another contemporary writer. The 
Mahatma letters would not, in any case, 
be of more than specialised interest, and 
1t is unlikely that a sufficiently thorough 
sifting of all the circumstances and 
material will ever be undertaken for the 
rehabilitation of either the Mahatmas or 
Madam Blavatsky. Two other volumes 
remain, however, for whose authorshio no 
supernatural claims annear to have be-~ 
made. ‘‘ Isis Unveiled ” and “ The Secret 
Doctrine’? are the two works by which 
Madam Blavatsky is most likely to be re 
membered, though their appeal must be 
mainly to the few, for thev are in a class 
by themselves in the world of literature 
and reveal a familiarity with philosophy, 
ancient and contemporary, and of the 
thowht of scientists in every part of the 
world which must surely be unique. It is 
interesting to recollect that the late Mr. 
George Russell (A. FE.) was greatly im- 
pressed by both these works, from which 
he was so often heard to quote. One 
wonders what his comments would have 
been on this hook by the Hare brothers.

UT the most dramatic film of this wéek 

is the official version of the Schmeling-

One was the curious detach 
ment of the two men, their complete 
obliviousness to their surroundings—a de 
tachment which seemed to intensify the 
barbarity of the whole proceedings, and 
itself was intensified by the short range 
of the camera, which allowed only the 
vaguest impression of the screaming mob 
of spectators..

DAIRYING 


Explaining the dairying development in the 
college, Professor Drew sai that all 
enlightened people were aware of the high 
nutritive value of milk and of the great 
benefit that would accrue to the nation as a 
whole in the way of more healthy citizens 
f milk were consumed in larger quantities. 

He said:—‘‘The average consumption of 
milk in this country does not exceed half a 
pint per head per day, while in the City of 
Dublin I doubt if it exeeeds one-third of a 
pint. If we could increase this amount, say, 
by half a pint per day—which, after all, 
would not be very great, being about only 
ne glass of milk per head—it would be 
dificult to overestimate the great effect it 
would have on the health of our people. A 
deal of attention is now being directed 
in many progressive countries to the 
question of malnutrition and its effects 
on subsequent illness -and disease, and this 
question includes not only insufficient food, 

t unsuitable food even where it is plentiful, 
and all countries which have given the matter 
serious consideration consider its increased 
consumption as most important. 

“ The increase in the consumption of milk 

uld also be of great help to the agricul- 
tural industry, as it would mean the con- 
sumption of the produce of 125,000 to 130.000 
more dairy cows.

Further examining the 
position, I stated my conviction that no 
progress can be made towards changing the

ix Counties Protestants as long as we have 
in the Stormont Parliament a Catholic 
Nationalist Party constantly fighting a 
Protestant Unionist Party; in such circum- 
stances the coincidence of the political with 
the religious dividing line must be maintained 
indefinitely.

A GRACEFUL THING 


Mr. Geoghegan, for the plaintiff, said: “ We 
appreciate that Sir Osmond, having heard the 
evidence of persons of independence and im- 
partiality, has done a graceful thing. We 
appreciate that, and the hope of Lady 
Esmonde is that the friendly relations which 
existed will continue to exist.”’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was satisfac- 
tory that this unfortunate action should be 
settled. It was particularly satisfactory, 
because all the parties concerned belongetl to 
a distinguished Irish family that had had 
for generations a tradition of honourable 
public conduct—a tradition that had been -up- 
held by Sir Thomas and by Sir Osmond 
Esmonde, 

Having referred to the tribute that had been 

aid to the graceful and chivalrous conduct of 
gi Osmond in withdrawing his allegations 
against his father, in view of the evidence, 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought that 
Sir Osmond’s conduct in that regard was 
entirely to his credit. 

“ On the evidence that has been produced 
before me up to the present,” he proceeded, 
‘it is quite obvious to anyone who has 
followed it that there is not a scintilla to 
support a suggestion against Sir Thomas 
Esmonde’s mental capacity to make his will 
as he did.”

JURY’S FEES 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that a communica- 
tion had been received from the jury asking 
that they should receive special remuneration, 
but it was entirely out of his power to make 
any order on the subject. He did not know 
of any ease in which, with the approval of 
the Court, special remuneration had been 
given, 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the note received 
from the jury was couched in very reasonable 
terms, and he would suggest, if the Court 
would permit it, that double the ordinary fee 
be paid. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the only 
trouble was that it might be used as a pre- 
cedent. As far as the members of the jury 
were concerned, the mere fact of doubling 
their fee was a matter of such insignificance 
that it would be of no real value. He thought 
it was better to follow the beaten course and 
let them receive the ordinary fee. He would 
recommend that they should be relieved from 
attendance in a civil court for two years.

Kennedy, Under Sheriff for County Cork, 
was concluded. The plaintiff claimed damages 
for the alleged improperly distraiming and 
selling of his chattels at Jess than their value, 
His case was that,-on the 15th June, 1935, 
the defendant's agent seized on his land stock 
value for £853 10s. on foot of a warrant 
for arrears of land annuities, amounting 19 
£1590 lls. 6d. Two days after the seizure 
the defendant, by his agent, put the stock 
up for auction in one lot at Fermoy. Before 
the sale took place the defendants agent, 
John Breen, read the conditions of sale, 
which were: “The highest bidder to be the 
purchaser; the sale is for cash; no advance 
to be less than 5s.” The plaintiff's brother- 
in-law, Bart Sheehan, attended the sale, and 
the first bid was by a man named Winters, 
and the amount was £75. Sheehan bid 
£75 5s., but, notwithstanding this bid, the 
stock was “ knocked down ” to Winters by 
Breen. 

The defendant denied that the stock was 
valued for £853 10s. or in excess of the 
amount realised. He denied that Sheehan 
attended the auction as agent of the plain- 
tiff, and said that, if he so attended, this 
was not communicated to him or Breen. He 
denied that Sheehan made a bid of £75 5s. 
L2fore the sale was concluded, and MEN 
that the best price obtainable at the sale 
was obtained, and that sale in one lot was 
the best method to secure the highest price 
at the sale. 

Mr. Costello, K.C., Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr. O'Driscoll (instructed by Mr. 
T. A. Buckley) appeared for the plaintiff;

Continuing, the witness said that he had 
received no help whatever from the plain- 
tiff. McCarthy s cattle, sold on the same 
day, were also bought by Mr. Winters. 
He did not take the money from Winters 
and re-sell the cattle to McCarthy. If 
McCarthy did buy them back. he bought 
them from Winters and not from witness. 
He had never put up stock in different lots 
at any auction, but if plaintiff bad come to 
him and made a request he would have put 
them up in lots in this case. He had never 
refused to do so in any case.

Britain’s Leadership 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin is a remarkable 
man. Last week he seemed to have reached 
the end of his tether as Prime Minister. 
He slipped away from Downing street, and 
nobody seemed to know either why or 
whither he had gone; but when the 
Minister for War made his indiscreet 
speech in Paris the Premier was not in 
his place in the House of Commons to 
answer questions. Now we learn that Mr, 
Baldwin took a few days’ leave on the 
advice of his medical adviser, Lord Dawson 
of Penn. He spent two or three nights in 
the country, watched a cricket match at 
Lord’s on Friday afternoon, spent Satur- 
day on the river at Henley, and came 
back to Downing street on the same 
evening like a giant refreshed with wine. 
During his temporary absence from 
London all sorts of rumours were in cir- 
culation regarding Mr. Baldwin’s political 
future. Needless to say, the first story 
was that he was about to resign, if not 
immediately, at any rate within the next 
few months, Those interests that’ are 
inimical to Mr. Baldwin started a wide- 
spread campaign in favour of Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain. The Chancellor’s good 
qualities were lauded to the skies, while 
Mr. Baldwin was dismissed with scant 
courtesy, in spite of his distinguished 
service to the State. He was “too old,” 
““too tired,” ““ too lackadaisical ’’ for the 
post of Premier, while Mr. Chamberlain— 
who is only a couple of months junior to 
Mr. Baldwin—was declared to have al] 
the qualities that the Premier lacked: 
The leading newspapers were so much at 
one on this subject that the public had 
begun to accustom itself to the idea of 
Mr. Baldwin’s 
Premier suddenly appeared once more on 
trenchant 


resignation, when the 


the scene. In a speech, 
reminiscent of his best days, the Prime 
Minister announced that he had no inten- 
tion to retire until he should be satisfied 
that his period of national usefulness had 
come to an end, He also made it quite 
clear that he, and nobody else, would be 
the person to decide when that time should 
have arrived. Hig speech certainly was 
not that of a man who has lost his grip 
on affairs; and we should imagine that 
some of his Cabinet colleagues who were 
canvassing the name of his successor last 
week will be rather sorry now that they 
spoke so hastily, 

We admit freely that in our view Mr. 
Baldwin has ceased to exhibit those quali- 
ties of strong leadership that are so 
essential to a Prime Minister. He un- 
doubtedly has been weak of recent times. 
He has allowed far too much rein to his 
younger and more ambitious Ministers, 
who have been taking the fullest advan- 
tage of his leniency, with the inevitable 
result that the principle of collective 
responsibility in Cabinet 
suffered severely.

in the interests of Italy; and they still 
are regarded by the small nations as the 
only people in the world who retain any 
interest in the fate bf their weaker 
brethren. Britain failed to uphold the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, not 


out of any lack of good-will, but merely |

threats. At least, she tried to establish 
the system of disarmament and economic 
sanctions as an alternative to armaments 
and war; the other nations did nothing. 
Furthermore, Bfitaín is virtually the only 
nation in the world that is paying her 
way. Her Budgets hitherto have balanced 
without the need for resort to financial 
jugglery ; she has re-established a measure 
of prosperity among her people solely by 
her own efforts, and her economic standards 
remain by far the highest in Europe, if 
not, indeed, in the world. Europe’s con- 
fidence in British stability is borne out by 
the fact that the peasants on the Continent 
are hoarding sterling as fast as they can 
get it. Formerly they did everything in 
their power to acquire American dollars; 
but now they have transferred their 
affection to sterling, and it is estimated 
that at least £25,000,000 worth of notes 
has found its way into the pockets and the 
stockings of those European peasants who 
are anticipating the arrival of a rainy 
day. Britain is in an almost ideal posi- 
tion to lead the world into ways of peace; 
but she first must be able to lead herself. 
To that end she needs, above all else, a 
Government that shall know its own mind. 
No Government can command public con- 
fidence either at home or abroad if it 
lives, as it were from day to day, de- 
pending for its policy on a series of 
accidents, A bewildered and distracted 
world is looking to London for a lead. 
If no such lead is forthcoming, the peoples

The bodies 
vill work within prescribed limits; for it 
is understood that Britain’s imports of 
frozen and chilled beef during the next 
three years shall not be allowed to exceed 
the levels of the last year or two. Further 
more, definite measures will be taken to 
protect the British breeder. Imports of 
beef from foreign countries—that is to 
say, from the Argentine—will be subject 
to duty, and the proceeds of the duty will 
go towards a special subsidy of £5,000,000 
per annum for the home producer. 
Imports of mutton and lamb will be free 
of duty from wherever they may come; 
and no tariff will be paid on any kind of 
meat from the Empire.

Still Homeiess 


Few races are less to be envied than 
the Assyrians, who are par. excellence the 
Ishmaels of the twentieth centur;, 
Probably the modern world would neve 
have heard of this remnant of a great and 
ancient kingdom if it had not been for 
the remarkable fact that no place can be 
found anywhere for its citizens—nobody 
wants the Assyrians, and all the efforts of 
the League of Nations to find a home for 
them have failed. The record of their 
misfortunes during the last twenty years 
is grotesque. At the outbreak of the war 
they were Turkish subjects, but, with a 
resolution which did more credit to their 
héarts than to their heads, they ‘‘ de¢lared 
war’’ on Turkey. The immediate result, 
of course, was that they were driven from 
their mountain homes, and the rest of the 
war period was spent by them in a series 
of desperate flights from one place to 
another, until the survivors managed to 
make contact with the British forces. 
That‘ was to be only the beginning of 
their troubles. Several attempts were 
made after the war to settle them in the 
new kingdom of Iraq, but the plan never 
was satisfactory, and in 1933 events 
reached such a pitch that several hundred 
Assyrians were massacred or driven from 
their “homes ’’ by their unwilling hosts. 
Iraq was obviously out of the question as 
a permanent home, so the Council of the 
League, greatly perplexed, began to search 
all over the world for a better sanctuary. 
Its -esearches carried ,it as far as Brazil 
and British Guiana, but even there it 
encountered difficulties, and the problem 
was beginning to appear almost insoluble 
until the French Government said that 
part of Syria could be thrown open to the 
Assyrians, Since the beginning of this 
year plans for the new colony have been 
going forward, but now France is afraid 


that the Arabs in Syria may be as

To the unobsbrvant, to the ignorant— 
and to those who do not mind much about 
it, anyway—news seems to be a constantly 
recurring phenomenon, Every breakfast 
brings its complement of novel happen- 
,ings, fresh statements about the. European 
situation and a good deal of fun in the 
divorce courts. The headlines are as large 
as ever, and the pages are just as numerous 
as they always are. To those who are 
concerned in the trade, however, this is a 
time of sorrow and anger—a time when the 
war lords talk, and fail to act; a time 
when nobody is inclined to “' issue a state- 
ment ” about anything; and a time when 
that abused disaster—‘' dog bites man ’’— 
is good for editorial comment. It is the 
silly season. The world, his wife and his 
eight or nine children are away on their 
holidays; and those who have been left 
behind seem too stunned by the misfortune 
of their lot even to give an appearance of 
life. Life no more goes on, and a kind of 
shuffling, sloth-like thing has taken its 
place. Sensations in these sad days mainly 
are confined to the daily appearance of 
sea-serpents, to the consumption of tin 
spades by infant holiday-makers; anc to 
the question—vehemently debated in the 
correspondence corner: ‘‘Is_ bathing 
indecent ?’’ In this galére the sea-serpent 
enjoys. a popularity unrivalled by the 
spade-eating children and the vice 
reformers; for the sea-serpent, by his 
activities, stirs up an enjoyable amount of 
mud, Hundreds of photographs are taken 
of lumpy, black shapes seen off the South 
coast, in the North Sea or even on the far 
side of Loch Ness. Woodcraft societies 
organise tours of inspection, and well- 
known men of science give their views upon 
such subjects as ‘‘ What I think of sea- 
serpents,” or ' Why I think of sea- 
serpents.”’ It is manna from a barren 
looking heaven. By such sweet flattery 
does one hope to wake the monsters from 
their winter sleep, and emtertain us 
through this very silly season.

A MEAT POLICY

The Times in a leading article to-day 
discussing Mr. Kliliot's announcement in 
the House of Commons, which carried a 
stage further the policy designed to pre- 
serve the British livestock industry, 
remarks: There is little new and nothing 
really startling in these proposals, which 
follow in general the declarations of policy 
made by the Government intermittently 
during the past eighteen months. The 
significant points are that the Argentine 
has, at last, agreed in principle to a tariff 
on her exports of meat to this country as 
part of a new trade agreement; that the 
Dominions have agreed to the stabilisation 
of supplies on a fairly generous scale in 
return for the effective preference which 
the new tariff on foreign meat will give to 
their meat, and that a subsidy will be a 
permanent feature of the preservation of 
the livestock industry, though the net 
amount of the subsidy will certainly be 
much smaller than in the past. The first 
question which arises now that these pro- 
posals have advanced from the theoretical 
to the ,@actical stage, is whether they will 
fulfil their main object—namely, the pro- 
vision of a fair return to the efficient 
British producer? The answer is 
that a bottom has now been per- 
manently put into the meat market by 
tariff, by regulation of supplies, and 
by subsidy. But this consideration 
leads to.the next point—that the efficiency 
of British producers who will be receiving 
large grants of public money cannot be 
left to luck, nor even to their traditional 
regard for quality production. 

A marketing scheme is under considera- 
tion, but the Minister yesterday could give 
no guarantee when it would be ready; 
and, as supplementary questions indicated, 
the new policy will suffer unless it can hold 
out hopes of bringing British meat within 
the range of a larger circle of customers, 
while at the same time giving the producers 
a fair return. There is little substance, 
however, in the complaint of the Labour 
Party that the poor man’s joint will be 
taxed for the benefit of the rich eaters of 
beef. The untaxed and competitive supplies 
from the Dominions, and the general scale 
of supplies envisaged, make it certain that 
the Argentine exporters will pay the duty, 
and that is probably why their agreement 
has been so long withheld. In any case, 
there is the safeguard of the general power 
to regulate imports of live stock and meat 
which the Government proposes to take, 
and which can be used: as readily to pre- 
vent artificial scarcity as to prevent 
natural glut.

TO BOYCOTT MONTREUX IN

I! was ofhcially announced in Rome last night that Italy would 

not attend the Montreux Conference on the remilitarisation of 
the Dardanelles so long as the British naval guarantees in the Medi- 
terranean continued. 


It was denied that any diplomatic steps were being taken to 
have the guarantees abolished. 


No invitation has been received by the Italian Government, it 
was stated, to attend the conference of Locarno Powers. Ques- 
tioned whether Italy would attend the conference, a spokesman said 
that the invitation would be considered if and wien it was received. 


The argument against attending Montreux does not fully apply 
to the proposed Locarno meeting in Brussels at the end of this 
month. 


The Montreux Conference vitally concerns Italy, it is stated, 
for its decisions will affect the balance of power in the Mediter- 
ranean.

ARS of an impending Nazi coup in 
the Free City of Danzig, which is 
administered by the League of Nations, 
but has a Nazi Government, are discounted 
in Geneva. 
Colonel Beck, the Polish Foreign 
Minister, in an interview with Herr 
Greiser, the Nazi President of the Danzig 
Senate, is understood to have insisted that 
Poland would fulfil all her responsibilities 
under the Danzig Statute, says Reuter. 
He also made it clear that Poland fully 
supported Mr. Sean Lester, the Irishman 
who represents the League in Danzig as 
High Commissioner. 

Colonel Beck is further stated to have 
insisted that Poland would not accept any 
revision of Danzig’s status carried out 
without Polish consent. Poland means to 
insist upon the full respect of her rights 
in the Free City. 

It is understood that formal assurances

were given to Colonel Beck that the High 
Commissioner would not be molested on 
his return to Danzig. # 


WENT TOO FAR? 


The general feeling in Geneva is that 
Herr Greiser exceeded his instructions, 
and that the situation is not as serious 
as some people have made out. There does 
not appear to be any danger of a 
‘‘putsch ” in Danzig. 

Herr Greiser’s attitude in regard to 
further attendance at Geneva seems to be 
that Danzig will not send representatives 
to League meetings if they are invited 
only to discuss alleged grievances and 
complaints of the High Commissioner re- 
garding the internal political affairs of 
the Free City. If, however, revision of 
the Danzig Statute is to be discussed, they 
would be prepared to participate. 

When Mr. Eden (Foreign Secretary) 
had replied in the House of Commons 
yesterday to a question vn the League of 
Nations and Danzig, Mr. A. Henderson 
(Labour) asked if it was not the case that 
the League Commissioner exercised his 
powers with the utmost discretion, and 
was not the trouble due to the fact that 
the Nazis in Danzig sought power to 
destroy their Catholic and Socialist 
opponents. 

Mr. Eden replied that he had said what 
he had to say on this ‘subject before the 
Council of the League, and he did not 
think he could add anything useful. 


A HERO 
Passing through Berlin yesterday Herr 
Greiser found himself the hero of the hour.

Geneva as ‘‘an insult.’’ 

Official quarters in Danzig yesterday 
pleaded ignorance as to Herr Greiser’s 
whereabouts, though earlier he had been 
expected to arrive during the day. While 
no official demonstration of welcome is 
being prepared, Herr Greiser is assured of 
a vig popular welcome from loca! 
adherents of the Nazi Party. 

The Nazi papers are full of praise of 
him. 

Herr Greiser’s speech has created an 
unfavourable impression in Lithuania, 
says a Kovno telegram. The fear is ex- 
pressed that if Germany gets her way in 
Danzig she will have as little respect for 
the status of Memel, the former German 
Baltic port in Lithuanian territory. 
(Memel, ceded to Lithuania in 1923, has a 
measure of local autonomy guaranteed by 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan.) 

A possible direction of German aims 
would be to extend the local autonomy at 
the expense of Lithuanian sovereignty. 

The British Minister and the French 
Ambassador inquired yesterday at the 
Berlin Foreign Office what was Germany’s 
attitude to the Greiser speech, and, though 
the reply is believed to have been that the 
speech had Germany’s full support, it is

VER a thousand Fascists were arrested 

throughout Spain to-day, following 

the alleged discovery late last night of 

evidence of plans for a coup d'fat in 
Madrid. | 

Informatoin on the position is difficult 
to obtain, as official circles are extremely 
reticent. It is understood, however, that 
large hauls of firearms and ammunition 
have been made in houses of Fascists, and 
that documents have been discovered 
instructing the Fascists up and down the 
country to foment strikes where possible, 
and to do everything in their power to 
prevent the settling of strikes where in 
existence. 

This drastic action by the authorities 
follows the “ massacre ' of Socialists on 
Saturday, when seven were killed and 
twelve wounded by Fascists armed with 
sub-machine guns, who poured a hail of 
bullets into them from passing cars as 
they were leaving a political meeting. 

On the same day two other Socialists 
were murdered in a working-class district, 
presumably by Fascists. 


YOUTH FOUND DEAD 


Another political) murder mystery 
occupying the attention of the Madrid 
police to-day is the discovery of the body 
of an eighteen years old youth, who had 
been missing from his home for four days. 
He was found lying dead in a ditch a 
few miles from Madrid, completely naked 
and bound hand and foot, with five 
revolver bullets in him. 

He was known to be of Fascist sym- 
pte and so the police theory is that 

e was kidnapped by gangsters of the 
Extreme Left and murdered. 

This brings the known death roll in the 
Fascist-Socialist “; war ” over the week-end 
to twelve. 

Reports received from the North say 
that many cars are being greeted on the 
main road with the Fascist salute. One 
case of this was unfortunate for the 
saluter, as the car contained the local 
chief of police, He jumped out, produced 
his certificate, and with the help of his 
bodyguard arrested the man.

R. EDEN’S statement in the House 
of Commons last evening that 
Britain does not intend to press again 
for a German reply to the British 
questionnaire has caused no surprise in 
view of the repeated attempts made by 
Britain to encourage a reply from 
Germany, writes Reuter’s Diplomatic cor- 
respondent. 
he first attempt was on May 23rd, 
when Sir Eric Phipps, the British Ambas- 
sador, saw Hitler. Since then, it is under- 
stood, there have been three other 
attempts—when Sir Eric Phipps has had 
talks with Herr von Ribbentrop, and later 
with Baron von Neurath on. two different 
occasions, the last one being comparatively 
recently. 

The reason usually advanced by 
Germany for her delay has been that it 
was difficult to formulate her views with 
precision until the complicated situation 
brought about by the Italo-Abyssinian war 
was clarified. The impression is now gain- 
ing ground in London that Germany will 
not send a reply before the Locarno 
Powers’ meeting later this month, when 
a decision will probably be taken to invite 
Germany to attend, whether or not she has 
replied to the questionnaire. 

Germany has never made any secret of 
her preference for answering the British 
questionnaire by direct negotiation rather 
than in writing through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels. : 


DIFFICULT FOR HITLER 


Moreover, Herr Greiser’s speech to the 
League Assembly, in which he specifically 
spoke at one point for “the whole German 
people,” and of looking forward to the 
time when the President of the Senate 
of the Free City would not be called upon 
to appear before the League Couneil, 
makes it more difficult than ever for 
Hitler to give what the Locarno Powers 
would regard as a satisfactory reply to 
one of the most important British 
questions. 

This question, after drawing attention 
to the distinction between the Reich and 
the German nation in the German 
memorandum, asks whether Germany now 
considers that a point has been reached at 
which she can signify that she recognises 
and intends to respect the existing terri- 
torial and politica] status of Europe. 

There is a general belief in London that 
Poland will use her good offices in Berlin 
to promote successfully a _ satisfactory 
settlement of the Danzig flare up. 
Suspicions that Poland will not conform 
strictly to League principles in her talks 
with Berlin appear to be unfounded.

BRITISH COURT'S FINDING

The local Japanese community to-day 
denounced the findings of the British 
Consular Court of Inquiry last week 
acquitting two British privates—H. Cooke 
and R. Hunt—of complicity in the death 
of a Japanese officer, Kasaku Sasaki. 

The Japanese Residents’ Association has 
approved a manifesto requesting a ‘‘ just 
solution ” of the Sasaki case, with a 
resolution that the Association ‘‘ cannot, 
under any circumstances, countenance the 
British Embassy's action, distorting the 
truth to protect the culprits.’’ 

The text of the manifesto and resolution 
has been telegraphed to the Japanese 


and Navy Ministries in Tokyo, and all 
Japanese residents’ corporations in China. 
The Association has also formed a com. 
mittee to present the resolution to the 
British Embassy. 

Sasaki was found dead in a Peiping 
street on the night of re! 26th. The 
British inquiry was held following allega- 
tions by the Japanese that the two soldiers 
committed the assault while on military 
police duty. Evidence was given that Hunt 
did not leave his quarters on the night in 
question, and that Cooke left the Korean

R. WALFER E. ELLIOT (Minister 

of Agriculture), in the House of 

Commons yesterday, indicated in broad 

outline the Government's permanent pro 

posals for safeguarding the British live- 
stock industry. 

‘The Guvernment, he said, proposed to 
proceed on the basis of a regulated market, 
with the maximum supplies for the con- 
sumer, consistent with a reasonable level 
of remuneration for the producer. It was 
the Government’s desire that at the 
earliest possitle date the responsibility for 
securing stable market conditions should 
be assumed by producers in the various 
countries concerned, and exercised in the 
light of joint discussion of the problems 
involved, 

This discussion would be secured by the 
institution of an Empire Meat Council, 
representative of the United Kingdom and 
other Empire countries concerned, and an 
International Meat Conference, representa- 
tive of the United Kingdom, other Empire 
countries, and the foreign countries 
supplying substantial quantities of meat 
to this market. . 

It would be proposed that, unless agreed 
otherwise by the Conference, aggregate 
exports to this market of beef—frozen and 
chilled and the meat equivalent of fat 
cattle—during each of the next three 
years, should not exceed recent levels. 

Further proposals as to market regula- 
tion which mainly affected the exporting 
countries were under discussion with the 
Governments of the countries concerned. 
Full details would be given in due course. 


A UNITED KINGDOM 
SUBSIDY 


The Government had given earnest con- 
sideration to the position of the United 
Kingdom cattle producer under these 
arrangements, and they proposed to invite 
Parliament to make provision for a per- 
manent scheme for the payment from the 
Exchequer of a subsidy to producers of fat 
cattle in the United Kingdom, which, 
while not stimulating an artificial expan- 
sion of the home industry, would continue 
for so long as and to the extent that the 
situation might require. 

The President of the Board of Trade 
at present was in negotiation with the 
Argentine Government on the terms of a 
trade agreement to take the place of that 
now in force. 


SCOPE OF DUTIES 

Mr. Elliot added—I cannot forecast the 
terms of any settlement that may be 
reached, but = am able to say that, in any 
event, Parliament will be invited imme- 
diately after the summer recess to pass 
legislation providing for the collection of 
Customs duties on imports of chilled, 
frozen and other descriptions of beef and 
veal from foreign countries. The revenue 
derived from these duties will accrue 
directly to the Exchequer. 

It is not proposed, as part of the arrange 
ments in contemplation, that there should 
be duties on imports ot beef from Empire 
countries or on imports of mutton and 
lamb from any country, 

The Government are of opinion that i 
adequate provision is to be made in one 
form or another tor the needs of the United 
Kirgdom cattle industry the aggregate 
financial z3sistance now given to it must 
be increased until such time as the con- 
ditions prevailing in the industry improve. 
They propose to seek the authority of 
Parliament to apply to the assistance of 
the industry such sums not exceeding 
£5,000,000 per annum as may from time 
to time be needed. Parliament will be 
asked annually to make provision for a 
sum not exceeding this amount. As an 
offset to this liability, the Exchequer will 
benefit to the extent of the revenue from 
the import duties to which I have referred

due course, whether thereafter the Inter- 
national Meat Conference, in association 
with the Empire Meat Council, should 
operate in regard to exports of mutton and 
lamb to this market. The Government, he 
added, as a precautionary measure, would 
ask Patliament to give them genera] 
power to regulate imports of live-stock and 
meat should the need arise. 
The House would be invited to pass, 
before rising for the Summer recess, a 
short interim measure extending without 
modification the existing cattle subsidy 
arrangements until, if necessary, dlst 
July, 1937, and legislation to give effect 
to the permanent proposals, including 
measures for the encouragement and pro- 
motion of efficiency, would be placed 
before Parliament early next session. 

Mr. Tom Williams (Labour) said that 
while it was difficult to ask more than a 
single question on a comprehensive state- 
ment, as the Government seemed to have 
made up their minds to tax the poor 
man’s meat, he would ask whether any 
consideration had been given to the possi- 
bility of expanding the consumption of 
meat in Great Britain; and, further, could 
the Minister say from what part of the 
1933 Marketing Act he derived power to 
regulate imports of meat until a market- 
ing scheme was in existence? 

Mr. Elliot replied that the 1933 Market- 
ing Act provided that imports could be 
reguiated if a marketing scheme was 
under consideration. The question of 
consumption was under consideration by 
the Government, and their proposals for 
improving the quality of meat and keep- 
ing down prices were the most practical 
measures. 

In reply to Mr. James Maxton, Mr. 
Elliot said that the maximum sum of 
£5,000,000 was arrived at after consulta- 
tion with various autherities, including 
the Cattle Committee. which contained 
representatives of many political views.

THE GOVERNMENT'S

OVERNMENT policy, in seeking the 

establishment of industries in plea- 
sant surroundings, where the workers can 
carry out their duties in sight of the 
fields, is exemplified in the factory of 


Gypsum and Bricks, Ltd., at Lisnaboe, 


Kingscourt, which was formally opened 


to-day. 


The factory, which engages in the pro- 
duction of plaster of paris, was opened by 
Mr. MacEntee, Minister for Finance, who 


deputised for the Minister for Industry 


and Commerce. Mr. Lemass was unable 
to come owing to indisposition, but his 
private secretary. Mr. L. O, Briain, ac- 
companied Mr. MacEntee. 

The Minister, having been received by 
Mr. Michael Creedon (chairman), Mr. 
W. J. Stanley (secretary), Mr. W. Scott 
(manager), and other representatives of 
the company, the Most Rev. Dr. 
McKenna, Bishop of Clogher, proceeded to 
bless the building. When this ceremony 
was over the Minister made a tour of the 
factory and the mines from which the 
gypsum is obtained. There are sixty 
persons employed in the industry, which 
is capable of supplying the needs of the 
country in plaster. A similar industry 
was carried on about three years ago, but 
was abandoned. With the protection 
afforded by the Government it is be 
that the present venture will be successful. 
Modern plant has been installed, and a 
siding has been constructed by the Great 
Southern Railways. The surrounding dis- 
trict is rich in the rock used for the 
making of the plaster. 


THE LUNCH 


Lunch, at which there was a large 
number of guests, was given in a canvas 
pavilion near the factory. The chief guest 
was the Minister. 

The toast “Irish Industry ” was pro- 
posed by Mr. Michael Creedon, the Chair- 
man of the board of directors. After 
welcoming the visitors, he said that the 
factory was the only one for the manufac- 
ture of plaster of Paris in this country. 
The company formed some time ago was 
almost wholly Irish; more than 99 per 
cent. of its capital was Irish, and 99 per 
cent. of its personnel was made up of 
Irish nationals, and 100 per cent. of the 
mineral from which the plaster was manu- 
factured was mined within a few yards 
from the factory. They had a very large 
deposit of gypsum of the very best quality 
on their own property, and they held the 
mining rights over the adjoining town- 
lands where the deposits extended. 

The success of that enterprise, he said, 
was all the more arresting when it was 
realised that for generations plaster had 
been imported into this country, and up 
to a few months ago not one ounce of 
plaster was manufactured here. Now their 
factory was capable of meeting the entire 
demand of the home trade, with the sole 
exception of a very small quantity of 
what was known as dental plaster. The 
directors intended to instal machinery to 
produce this plaster also. 


GOVERNMENT AID 


The Government had guaranteed them 
a long term loan, and by the imposition 
of a tariff on imported plaster had given 
the concern the assistance it chiefly 
needed The imposition of the tariff did 
not mean an advance in the price to the 
home consumer. Although manufacturers 
in England, in order to*meet. competition 
here from the Continent, reduced their 
prices very considerably, the new Irish 
company was charging only the reduced 
price for their plaster, and in some parts 
of the country the price was less than the 
charge for English plaster before the 
imposition of the tariff, and was less than 
the price actually obtaining at the moment 
in various large centres in England. 

A new industry such as that could not 
compete with the powerful combines both 
in England and on the Continent without 
some form of protection. He was glad to 
be able to say that with the co-operation 
of the Great Southern: Railways their 
freights to Galway and other western ports 
had been reduced in order to counteract 
foreign competition. They were still en- 
deavouring to persuade the railway com- 
pany to meet them on the same ground 
to their mutual imterest in the matter of 
the southern ports and other centres. 

All of their workers were loca] men, 
and trained by their manager, Mr. Scott, 
who was the only non-national in the com- 
pany s employment, and to whose manage- 
ment and competency the company chiefly 
owed its success.

THE CHANGE-OVER 

“We can no longer afford to go on in 
the old latkadaisical way, believing,that 
in any’ international crises we should 
remain on the outskirts of Europe in a 
position of splendid isolation, eye 
on the navies of other countries to affo 
safe convoy, and bring to us those things 
that we required for our people. The 
development. -of aerial - navigation has 
changed all that, and if we-want to dis- 
charge our duty to the community we 
ought to do our utmost to wake ourselves 
independent of seaborne supplies.’’ 

The change over might, cause difficulty, 
but they had to adapt themselves to the 
changing circumstances just as their fore- 
fathers had to do, he proceeded. In a few 
years they might be glad that they had 
had the courage to experiment in days of 
peace, and that their mistakes had been 
made before the cataclysm was upon them, 
and that this country would be a harbour 
of peace in a world which would be 
wading in a storm of anarchy.

with the Church of ireland for an order to 
have the lands and a certain quantity of 
glass sold and other matters settled, prior 
to the completion of a scheme in reference 
to the matter. 

The defendants were Rebecca Dermott, 
administratrix of George 8. Lennan; the 
Attorney-General and James Dermott. 

The plaintiffs were represented by Mr, J. 
D. Chambers (instructed by Messrs. Munroe 
and Anderson), while Rebecca Dermott was 
represented by Mr. J. C. MacDermott, K.C. 
(instructed by Messrs. Valentine Wilson and 
Go.). Mr. Gerald Dougherty appeared for 
the Attorney-General and James Dermott. 

Mr, Chambers said that by a deed poll of 
November 24, 1914, George 8. Lennan gave 
certain property to trustees to hold for him 
for his wife, and then for the establishment 
of an cxphanage. George S. Lennan died in 
October, 1923, and his wife died in 1930. 
Thereupon the provisions. of that deed poll 
relating to the establishment of an 
orphanage or home for girls came itito opera- 
tion.

LIEUT.-COLONEL R. J. LEECH 
FAYLE 


The death of Lieutenant-Colone]. Robert 
James Leech Fayle, D.S.0.,_R.A-M.C., took 
place on Sunday last at his residence, 
Clarendon, 51 Canynge road, Clifton, Bristol. 
Colonel Fayle was born in April, 1857, the 
son of Mr. Benjamin W. Fayle, of Moor 
Park, Birr, Offaly.

THE SHIPBUILDING AND

During the last month employment in 
Northern Ireland continued to improve in 
the building, tailoring and dress, food and 
drink, and distributive trade groups, but 
there was a further «lecrease in the number 
employed in the ship-building linen 
trades. 

It is estimated that the number of persons 
aged 16-64 in employment insurable under the 
Unemployment Insurance Acts in Northern 
Ireland, exelusive of agricultural] workers, is 
about 400 less than a month ago, and about 
5,150 more than twelve months ago.

After weeks of. patient waiting while the 
Bonneville Salt Flats were gradually shaping 
themselves for high-speed driving, following 
the rough weather, Captain G. E. T. Eyston 
to-day set up a new world’s record for one 
hour’s driving. 

Going out for the second time in his car, 
be oí the Wind, Captain Eyston covered 
162.5 miles, beating his own record of 159 
miles 530 yards, established on the same 
course last September. 

Earlier in the day Captain Eyston was 
forced to abandon a test run after going for 
only half-an-hour He was doing splendidly, 
averaging between 170 and 175 miles an hour, 
when he had to retire temporanly on account 
of tyre trouble. 

After his record-breaking run, Captain 
Eyston told Reuter that he hoped to make a 
start on his long-delayed attempt on the 
world’s twenty-four hours’ record some time 
to-morrow. 

Captain Eyston has been waiting since 
April foe suitable racing conditions. At the 
end of April the surface of the salt flats had 
recovered sufficiently to enable him to go out 
and break the records for Diesel-engined cars 
for the mile and kilometre at 158.87 and 
159.099 m.p.h., respectively, in his other car, 
Flying Spray.

since. Raging gales swept the course at 
various times, and twice the 42, miles cf 
stakes marking off the racing circuit were 
uprooted.

DOWN AGAIN 


BEST FIGURES FOR OVER 
SIX YEARS

NEMPLOYMENT figures for June, 

U issued last night in London, make even 

better reading than those for May, 

when registered unemployment at 1,705,042 
was the lowest recorded since April, 1950. 

The figure for last month is given as 
1,702,676, which is a further drop of 2,366. 

Insured persons in work numbered approxi- 
mately 10,852,000, 1,000 more than a month 
before and 441,000 more than a year before. 
This is exclusive of agricultural workers, for 
whom statistics are not yet available, which 
would enable an estimate to be made. 

There was more work in most of the princi- 
pal industries during the period under review 
(May 25 to June 22), but, on the other hand, 
there was a sharp increase in the numbers 
temporarily stopped in the coal-mining 
industry, This was attributed largely to the 
suspension of work on June 22 at a number 
of pits in Yorkshire in connection with the 
annual demonstration of the Yorkshire 
Miners’ Association. 

This decline in the North-Eastern Division 
largely counter-balanced the increase in em- 
ployment in nearly all parts of the country. 

The tailoring, boot and shoe, wool, textile 
and motor vehicle industries also recorded 
declines in employment. 

The principal . industries in which more 
work was provided during the month include 
shipbuilding, engineering, iron and steel 
manufacture, public works contracting, 
printing and anager go (i transport and dis. 
tributive trades, and hotel and boarding- 
house service. 

The numbers unemployed at June 22 com- 
prised 1,526,057 wholly unemployed, 301,793 
temporarily stopped, and 74,826 normally in 
casual employment—a total! of 1,702,676. This 
is 297,434 less than a year ago. 

The total is made up of 1,362,190 men, 
47,524 boys, 251,616 women and 41,546 girls.

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REDUCTION OF HOURS 
OF OVERTIME

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Sir Walter Womersley (Assistant Post- 
master-General), in the House of Commons 
last night, referred to the question of over- 
time at Telephone’ House, Belfast. He 
said that. during 1934 the overtime hours 
worked there were 13,469; in 1035 19,070, 
and to the end of June, 1936, tlie overtime 
hours were 8,123. The cost was, respec- 
tively, £1,718, £2,250 and £970. he 
number of clerks was increased from 96 at 
the beginning of 1934 to 117 at the end of 
June, 1936. 

The Post Office had gone forward with a 
policy of employing more clerks as soon as 
they could be trained for this work. 
Definite orders had been given that over- 
time should be further reduced, and it was 
anticipated that by the end of the lenve 
season very little extra duty would be 
necessary. It was not his desire, or the 
desire of the Postmaster-General, to con- 
tinue excessive overtime. They much 
preferred to increase the staff and give un- 
employed men a chance of getting a job. 

ith only a few excéptions, all the men

WESTMINSTER, Monday, 
Te Ullswater Committee’s report on 


‘broadcasting formed the subject of a 
debate on the Post Office vote in the 
House of Commons. to-day. 

Major Tryon (Postmaster-General) ex. 
plained the reasons which had induced the 
Government to accept many of the recom. 
mendations as outlined, in the White Paper 
He mentioned that during the British Broad. 
casting Corporation's first term of ten years 
the number of receiving licences had jrisen 
from 2,000,000 to 7,500,000. It was proposed 
to renew the charter for a second periód of 
ten years, and that the salary of the chair- 
man should be increased to £3,000. 

The Government were unable to accept the 
view that the cultural side of broadcasting 
should be transferred to a Cabinet Minister, 
preferably a senior member of the Govern- 
ment, free from departmental duties. There 
were practical disadvantages to such a pro- 
posal. Responsibility without power would 
be intolerable. It was intended, however, 
that the broadcasting estimates should be 
presented SES og from the Post Office 
estimates—a step which would give the House 
full opportunity .of discussing broad matters 
of policy in connection with broadcasting. . 

The Government agreed that the B.B.C, 
should refrain from broadcasting its own 
opinions by way of editorial comment on 
current affairs, and that the Corporation 
should take all steps possible to prevent 
foreign stations from broadcasting matter 
derogatory to Great Britain. . 

In regard to interference, he said that this 
subject had been investigated by the Instit 
tion of Electrical Engineersy and their report 
was expected in a few days. It might be 
that legislation would be necessary to deal 
adequately with interference, but out of 
40,000 complaints coming to the Post Office 
every year-only a small proportion of the 
ofienders refused to do anything. As to the 
relations between the B.B.C. and the Govern- 
ment, it would be imposstble* for any 
Minister to deal with minor issues of domestic 
policy or to interfere in individual staff cases. 
He had received from the Governors of the 
B.B.C. emphatic denials of a number of state- 
ments which had been made, and they had 
assured. him of the loyalty of their staff. 
Allegations of interference with the private 
lives of members of the staff were not borne 
out by the actual records of dismissals and 
retirements. The private affairs of members 
of the staff ‘abet attention only when they 
affected the work of the B.B.C., or when 
public issues were involved. Such rules 
applied to all members of the Civil Service. 
Steps were being taken to improve Sunday 
programmes, but he firmly believed that they 
already had the best broadcasting system in 
the world. 


LABOUR CRITICISM 


Mr. Lees Smith (Labour) said that the 
system oí paternalism in the B.B.C. was ail 
right when it was a small family, but was 
unsuited to a mammoth corporation with over 
1,000 salaried employes. A grest part oi the 
unhappiness of the B.B.C. arose from the con. 
ditions: of the admmistrative and technical 


| staff. Insecurity of tenure was bound to lead © 


to wire-pulling and intrigue,’ with resultant 
wasted effort. It was useless to expect 
efficiency from men who lived in fear. He 
urged the immediate takimg over of the relay 
stations.

i George Lansbury (Labour), “whó 
described himself as a radio “ fan,” said that 
the success of the B B.C. was largely due 
to Sir John. Reith, but that gentleman had 
rather spoilt a magnificent piece of work by 
his assumption of authority and responsi- 
bility. Sir John would have made a very 
excellent Hitler in this country. (Laugliter.) 
He was a demi-god sort of man. There 
should be more parliamentary control ‘over 
the Corporation. He challenged the right of 
the Corporation to send eye-witnesses to 
listen to debates in the House and then go 
away and give people over the wireless: their 
own opinions of what had taken place. 
These people were called ‘impartial 
observers. Well, he himself was never im- 
partial, and. thank God, nobody else would 
be. (Laughter. ) : 

tegarding the private lives of the employés 
of the B.B.C:, he said that he understood 
that a man was discovered to have divorced 
his wife, or been divorced, and he was dis- 
missed. Who was there in that House who 
did not remember the record of some of 
their own members? They did not chuck 
them out. 

Mr. Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) said 
that he wanted to see some younger directors 
on the Corporation; and, with regard to the 
employés, they had all the duties of civil 
servants, without any of the rights. In 
regard to political broadcasting, there should 
be freedom and equality for all opinions, and 
the same rule should appiy to other con- 
troversial matters. 

Major Tryon, replying to the debate, said 
that he considered that the House was 
definitely in favour of the Charter of the 
B.B.C. being renewed on very much the same 
lines as in the past. Ministerial responsi- 
bility for the. conduct of the organisation 
would necessitate quite a new kind ot 
Charter, and would be a step-towards the 
nationalisation of a thing which most people 
desired to see run on much the present lines 
as a public utility concern. 

_ An amendment to reduce the vote was re- 
jected, and the debate was adjourned.
